Floors Below and Thirty Above 
Street 

Negotiations have been completed 
for the erection, hear Grand Central 
station, of what will be the world’s 
largest office building. The structure, 
rising 30 stories from the street level, 
will cover an entire city block and 
will cost $19,000,000. 

Seven complete stories, a new rec- 
ord in “underground skyscraper” con- 
struction, will be built below street 
level in a gigantic cavern cut in the 
granite foundation of Manhattan Is- 
land.

Interesting To Sheep Raisers 


Revision of Ram Premium of Dominion 
Livestook Branch, Ready for 
Distribution ? 
Farmers who keep sheep will be in- 
terested In the ram premium policy of 
the Dominion livestock branch. This 
policy has been recent! yrevised and a 
pamphlet containing the rules and 
regulations up-to-date may be obtain- 
ed from the sheep division, livestock 


‘branch, department of agriculture, Ot- 


tawa. According to the new regula- 
Uons ten or more farmers in a dis- 
trict, each keeping ten or more breed- 


‘ing ewes, and none of whom has pre- 


viously kept a pure-bred ram, must! 


‘agree to purchase pure-bred rams of 


the sime breed. Two farmers each of 
whom keeps less than ten ewes, may | 
combine their flocks as a unit under 
the plan. Certain regulations, de- 
tailed in the pamphlet, such as dip- 
ping of flocks, docking of lambs, must | 
be complied with. When this is done 
two annual payments of five dollars 
each will be paid by the livestock 
branch for each ram used, which will 


‘go a long way in making up the differ- 


ence between the cost of a scrub ram 
and that of a good pure-tred ram. The} 
increased value in wool and lambs 
easily makes up the balance.

Glacier Bay Likely to Provide Outlet’ 
For Yukon Area 

The Vancouver Sun publishes the 
following from Stewart, B.C.:; H 

“Canada may have a new ocean port, | 
giving direct access to the sea from) 
)Yukon Territory and obviating the | 
present necessity of crossing United 
States territory from Skagway, uc- | 
cording to statements made by J.-P 
Forde, Dominion Government engin- 
eer, who passed through on his way to} 
the head of Glacier Bay, an inlet west 
of Lynn Canal. 

“When the boundary between Alaska 
and Canada was delimited, it ran east 
and west several miles north of the 
head of opea water in Glacier Bay, but 
crossed a field of solid fee or glacier 
connected with the waters of the bay 
Changing climate, unusually 
weather or some unnatural upheaval 
of the ice bed has caused the ice to 
.disintegrate, Mr. Forde declares, with 
the result that the open 
Glacier Bay now extend past the boun 
dary line inxo Canadian territory.

An Interesting 
Experiment 


Cxperimental Farm at Agassiz, B.c., 
Is Raising Queen Bees 

An exceptionally interesting experi- 
ment is being conducted at the Agas- 
siz, B.Cy Dominion experimental farm 
A start was made last year in the 
rearing of queen bees for domestic 
use, The colony selected for .the 
purpose was the highest producer on 
the farm, ft having yielded 210% Ib. 
of honey in one season. In his report 


for 1924 the superintendent, Mr. W. H. | 


Hicks, describing the method adopted, 
6ays queen cells were obtained by 


raising all the brood and young bees’ 
possible from the brood chamber and 


leaving the queen In the lower cham- 
ber, which was filled with empty 
combs A wire screen was placed 
between the parent hive and 
super Containing the brood, with an 
entrance made -at the rear. Two 
days later a numbet—of cells were 
found and on the pinth day the queen 
cells were grafted to frames. These 
frames -we'e placed in de-queened 
colonies. From the eight colonies 
treated in this manner six queens em- 
erged, two failed to mate, while the 
remaining four were large and mated 
well with pure drones, as the young 
bees produced were golden and unf- 
form.

Oldest Pen In Existence | 


Made of Bone and Very Simple in 
Y Construction 

Of course we know that thousands 
of years ago the ancients used to 
write on stone tablets. And if we! 
were at all interested in this sort of | 
thing, we know that they used an in- 
strument called a stylus instead of a 
| pen, The stylus was made of iron, 
bone or some hard substance that 
;could be given a good sharp point, 
|The tablets on which one wished to 
| write were first coated with a thin 
| layer of wax, and they wrote with the 
|pointed end. The other end was 
| blunt, smooth and somewhat expand- 
jed so any mistake could be smoothed 
/out in the wax. 
| Students knew all this, but they 
| really didn’t know just exactly what 
| this stylus looked like. They had 
ltrled to reconstruct one from the

Slavacy Still Practiced 


jLeague of Nations Recommends 
Universal Abolition of System 

Slavery is openly practiced in sey- 
eral Asiatic Mohammedan states, par- 
ucularly in the Arabian peninsula, in- 
cluding the kingdom of the Hedjaz, 
where many slaves are girls Who come 
from the Far East as pilgrims to 
Mecca, says a report by the slavery 
;commission of the League of Nations 
published at Geneva, 

The commission recommends uni- 
versal abolition of the legal status of 
slavery, and would give every 
‘the right to freedom without payment 
of money. It suggests the establish- 
ment of a concentration point to which 
freed slaves may be sent pending their 
jreturn to the country of their origin 
and also recommends the extension of 
the right to the pursue slave dealers.
